it Boooer, 

The weekly statement of the Bank of 
England issued to-day shows the following 
changes as compared with the previous ac- 
conab^ The total reserve decreased £S2C,- 
000, circulation increased £363.000, and 
bullion decreased £463,.362 Other seouri- 
tiea showed an increase of £18,000. Public 
deposits decreased £3,794 000, and othor 
deposits Increased £2 692.000. The notes 
reisrve decreased £713,000, and government 
securities decreased £90,000. The propor- 
tion of the Bank of lilogland's reserve to 
liability whioh last week was 59 47 per 
cent, is now &9 10 per cent. 

The Birmingham iron foundry, employing 
250 men, posted a notice this afternoon that 
beginntng next week the wages ol ali hands 
will be increased ten per cent. 

The steam cutter of the British orniser 
Speedy, foundered to-day while on this way 
to Spithead. Three persons were drowned. 

The British hark Scotland, Captain Salter, 
which sailed from New ¥ork on June 6 for 
Christiana, was towed to Stromsted, 
Sweden, to-d&y totally diaabled. None of 
the crew wore on board, and their fate is 
unknown. 

An unknown man succeeded in penetrat- 
ing this afternoon into the galleries of tho 
Royal Palace, Madrid, where he shot him- 
self in tho breast.. 

Tho subscription to the Chinese loan 
opened yesterday morning in Berlin and 
oloacd almost immediately, owing to the 
fact that n much larger amount was aub 
tcribcd for thun would be needed. Tho 
averago allotment is expected to bo half to 
one per cent, of tho amount applied for. 
Tho loan will bo quoted on the boatda to- 
morrow. 

At Seoul there is nmch pxcitement over 
tho flight of the minister of the intorlor, 
I'ak Vang Hie. Tho King issued an order 
for his arrest on a obarge of treason, but 
abetted his escape to Japan. Puk is a 
brother-in-law rf the ICiog. and bis the title 
of prince. On December 27, 1894, when the 
new cabinet was formed. Pack was brought 
forward by the Japanete and appointed to 
t he office of miniBter of the interior and 
forced npon the King Re soon became the 
practical dictator, but Bhowed but little 
political wisdom, and sHsnated the friend- 
ship of the Japaneae, who for some timo 
have been anxinna to cee him relieved. 

Tho large Russian Pacific squadron is not 
coacontrating at Vladivoatock as reported, 
but is Bcattored along the coast in such a 
manner as to koep tho general public in 
the dark as to ita whoreabouta. Some of 
the vessels are at Vladivostock, but the 
others are so placed aa to prevent anyone 
getting an idea of tho exact point where the 
groatpst navai strength ia combined.

WORLDS W.CT.U. CONVENTION. 

Mlas Frances Wlllard's Summary of the Pro- 
ceedlngB— The Polyglot Monster 
Petition. 

London, July 11— Miss Frances E. Wil- 
lard said that the World's W.C^T. U. con- 
vention may thus be snmined iip : There 
were 250 delegates from twenty-two coun- 
tries who spoke in 250 pulpits and balls. 
Westminster Abbey gave reserved seats 
to the ^ leaders ef the different 
countries and a temperance sermon was 
preached by the Bishop of Dover, in which 
he welcomed tho world's W.CT.U. dele- 
gates, and said the temperance cause was 
sacred and made light of only by the 
Ignorant and tho thoughtless. It i: pro- 
bably the first time that a woman's organiza- 
tion baa ever been recognized in the most 
historic of tha English cathodrala. There 
was an exouruion to Windsor castle, a gar- 
dfn party givon >o a thousand white ribbon 
women by Lady Henry Somerset at tho 
priory, Roilage, and there is to bo an excur- 
sion when the delegates return from Dr, 
Lunn's conference at Grindlewald, Switzer- 
land. 

The annual addresses of the two presi- 
dent , and tho resolutions adopted by the 
two great conventions — the " Worlds " and 
the British Women's T. A., covered every 
phase of that modern movement by which 
Christianity ia being applied to tho customs 
of sooiety and the laws of the land. The 
polyglot petition representing seven millions 
of people, will bj presented to the Britiah 
parliament, ' and afterwards to the var- 
ious governments of the world. This 
will - take ' a year' or more, after 
which the' -pstition will probably be placed 
ia the British Muaeum. Outtide of the 
boxes it weighs 1,730 pounds, exolnsive of 
euvoral long, heavy rolls, that have come in 
since tho convention. It will doubtleas 
weigh 2,000 pounds when the journey ia be- 
gun and will bo containod in fifteen casoa 
lined with zinc. lb is to be photographed. 

CHBISTIANS IN CHINA. 

The Catholic Bishop the Only Person Injured 
at the Ofaangtu Blots. 

Washington, July 11.— The State de- 
partment has received the following advices 
under date of Juno 4 from Minister Donby 
on tho recent riots at Changlu, in whioh 
mission property was destroyed. In tho 
riota of Changtu, tho capital of 
Chwang, tho Catholic mission buildinga 
and those of the China inland and Canadian 
mieeions were destroyed. Tbe Catholio 
bishop was the only person Injured and ho 
not seriously. Strong measures have been 
taken to prevent tho spread of tbe riotous 
spirit among the Yangtso towns. Changtu is 
a place of about a million population and has 
greivt wealth. In another dispatch Minis- 
ter Denby said that he had secured from tbe 
Tseng Li Yamen an order on tho Canton 
viceroy for 5030 to pay tho American 
Presbyterian mission at Yung Kong in tho 
province of Kwaug Tung for iosaes instained 
by a recent riot.

Ottawa, July 11,— At the opening of the 
house this afternoon Mr. Qlronard asked if 
Manitoba failed to take action on the schoot 
question before January, would that pre- 
vent the government going on with reme< 
dial legislation as promised. 

Hon. Mr. Foutor replied in the negative. 
Then, at Mr. Liurior'a ruqueat, he proceed- 
ed to explain the sitnation. Hon. Mr. An< 
gers had resigned, believing that remedial 
legislation ehould ba passed this session. 
Sir Adolphe Caron and Mr. Ouimet were 
satisfied with the pledges given them that 
r(;medial Irgialation was the policy of the 
government. lb had turned cut that ail tbe 
difforenco among tbe minist'era was a mis- 
understanding rather than a real divergence 
of opinion, and most of it was simply a 
question of agreement respecting details. 

Sir Adolphe Caron said he had litele to add 
to the explanation made by tbe leader of tha 
honae. The qneation was one of the gravest 
which parliament had been called npon to 
consider sicao confederation. Believing 
that minorities must be protected under tbe 
constitution and being anxious for settlement 
of tbe school question, after repeated inter- 
views ar.d satisfactory aoauranoea from tbe 
Premier and his colleaguoa, be considered 
that in view of those aaaurancea, his refusing 
to help the government in carrying out 
remedial legislation upon the linea of tbe 
judgment of the privy council and the 
remedial order-in-coucoil, would be saori- 
fioing tbe interests of tho minority and 
jeopardizing the settlement of the question. 
This induced him to contiuue to act with the 
govornmcut, to secure, as he believed, 
remedial legislation in accordance with the 
pledges given by the Premier and leader of 
the house, 

Hon. Mr. Ouimot said the fact that he was 
occupying tbe aoat whioh ho formerly held 
was solely dne to tho sense of duty be owed 
to his country, to his party, and especially 
to the oansB the succeas of which he had ' 
80 mnoh at heart. It was beoauae he was .i 
convinced, after the repeated aaBoraneei 
whioh his colleagues had given him, and the 
warm sympatbiea shown by all friends, that 
in delaying the settlement of tbia, qneation 
they were rendering more snre its setUe- 
ment In a definite' manner — Batisfabtory to" 
the country and to all those who desired to ' 
see justice done, who loved peace, and who >' 
were devoted to all f:heir compatriots. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier then rose and referred 
to Sir C. H. Topper's resignation some 
weeks ago. Then It was tbe oat came back; 
to-day the kittens bad come back. ' (Loud 
laughter) What pledges had tbe govern- 
ment given ? Had Mr. Foster in a moment 
of weakness taken the pledge 1 Had Mr. 
Haggarb taken the pledge? Mr, Lanrier 
kept up this bantering for some time 'and 
resumed his seat amid opposition applause. 

Sir C. H, Tupper followed with a slash- 
ing reply. Ho asked Mr. Laurier or any of 
the opposition leaders to say what their 
policy waa on the school question. He chal- 
lenged any one of the leaders to riae in his 
place and define hia polioy; ' 

The challenge however, waa nob ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. McCarthy said ho was still a Conaer-''' 
vative, and speaking for many Conaervatlva 
members he warned the govenanent 
against attempting to coerce Mailitobai - 

Mr. Oironard (Jacques Gartler) urged'the 
French Canadian members to stand by the 
government! aa they had given positive 
pledges that they would puBh remedial 
legislation, 

Mr. Dupont, Conservative, said he muab 
withdraw hie support from the government 
bccjuee thoy had not carried cut- their ' 
pledges. He eulogised Hon. Mr. Angers as 
a great patriot. 

Mr. Weldon, ConEervitivc, said he re- 
gretted to hear the statiiment c f the govern- 
ment on Monday that rrme liul legislation 
waa their polioy and gave them fair notice 
that he would oppose it next session. 

Mr. Joncaa rose in a great state oi oxcito- 
mont, and said in viow of Mr. Woldon'a 
statement he should vole for Laurlor'e mo- 
tion. It was evident, ho averred, that the 
Conservative party wore not sincere in their 
pledges. 

Mr. Jeannotto agreed with Mr. JonoaB, 
and Messrs. Deniaon and McNeill, Conaer- 
vativef, intimated that they would oppoaa- 
remedial legislation. 

Tho debate was continued until 10:30| 
when tho house divided on Hon, Mr. Lanr- 
ier's motion to adjourn, which was nega- 
tived by 116 to 82. Messrs. Lspine, Jonooa, 
Dugas, Tnroctte, Jeannotte, Dupont and 
Billey, Conaervatlvea, together with Messrs. 
McCarthy and O'Brien, voted with vhe op- 
poaition. The reanit was announced amid 
loud miniaterlal cheers.

CHBISTIAN BNDBAYOBEBS. 

Opening of the Fonrteenth Annual Conven- 
tion— Headquarters Not to Be 
SiBmoved. 

Boston, July 11, — In oonnaotioD with the 
fonrteenth annual convention of the Y.P. S. 
C. E., the , trustees of '.he organization met 
last night. The chief business to bo conaid- 
ered waa the oflfer of H. H. Kohlsaat, of the 
GhiokgO Times Herald, who had agreed to 
pay $5,000 a year for throe years toward the 
maintenance of the eociety'a headquartera 00 
condition that they be removed from Bos- 
ton to Chicago. After a committee had 
passed adversely on the subject and re- 
ported, the report of the oommittee waa 
unanimoualy accepted. Ihe headquartera 
will not be removed from Boston at present. 
The oommittee reported their appreciation 
of the gonoroaity of Mr, Kohlaaat's ofTur, 
which thoy wore pleased to note indioatod 
that the work of tho sooioty was thorthy 
rocognizid aa being of a natioaal and inter- 
national character. Tho work, however, in 
wholly onu of ioQuonce. It is not necessary 
that the society should have large buildings 
or Inoomea. The work ia suacossfully oar- 
ried on at a nominal oxponso, and the prin- 
ciples of tho organization forbid tho bead 
quarters being more than a bureau of infor- 
mation, levying no taxes and aoeking no 
authority. Therefore, they oouoludod it to 
be inexpedient to accept this kind otTer. 
The trustees aocepted an invitation from 
Mayor Curtisa, of Boston, to go on a trip 
down tho harbor on the city's boat, and to 
visit t'ais public institutions of lioston. 

The report of John Willis Baor was read 
at 10:30 this morning. Tho report, road 
almnltanoously by Secretary Baer in tho 
Meohanics' Building, by the Rev. John B*r- 
stow, Medford, Mass., in a tont at Witiis- 
ton, and by Mr. Cheesman, Cleveland, Ohio, 
in a tent at Aadover, opened as follows :

Figuratively speakini;, the Chris- 
tian Endeavor is a useful wheel, and certain- 
ly Boston is the hub. As we are in the

societies (or spokes if you please), and this 
18 the largest inorease for any one year since 
the ' wheel ' commenoed revolving fourteen 
years ago."

NEWS FEOM CUBA. 

Further Flghtlni;|(n the Discontented and DIE- 
satislled Island In the Caribbean Sea 
—Cuba's President Elect, 

Havana, July 11. — The insurgents ac- 
knowledtte that they lost eleven killed and 
wounded in the .akirmith near Palmarita. 

The insurgents, who were under the com- 
mand oi G. tz a, have barn d the town hall 
near Minaa Darquiria, Province Sin Biego 
de Cuba, nod killed the mayor of the town, 
Joaquin Vigo and four citi'zsna who 
took part in tho defence. Ttiey also 
burned a farm at Zioatocas. In the 
action reosntly fought betwesn tho 
troops under the command of General Na- 
varre and tho Garzan band of insurgents, 
ia addition to Garzen being killed, tho in- 
surgents loat 125 dead and wounded. In tho 
district of Kemedios, province of Santa 
Clara, 50 inaurgenta have uurreodered, A 
dispatch from Mayari, province of Santiago 
de Cuba, announces tho arrival there of two 
battaliona of infantry. 

Maraui, July 11. — An insurgent leader 
at the liead of 1,200 men haa compelled 
Major Sanchez, with 400 men, to retreat. 
Tho insurgent leader surprised tho Spanish 
troops at Caoao near JiguanI, not far from 
Bayamo, province of .'Santiago de Cuba. 
Tho troopa made a gallant dofonao, but 
Major Sanohcz lost twenty killed and 
wounded and retired to Santa Rita. Tho 
loss of the insurgents is said to have been 
muoh heavier. General Gasoo has had a 
three days' fight with the insurgents in 
Sierra Maestra. The insurgeuta loat a great 
many killed and wounded. The Spanish 
captured a quantity of arms, amunition and 
horses. Further details of the fighting 
have not been reoeived. 

New Yobk, July 11. — A special to tho 
Herald from Havana says : It ia said in 
inenrgent circles that Sandoval, who com- 
manded tho Spaniah troops that eurpriaed 
and killed Joao Marti while tho latter was 
making his way to tho coast, haa boon cap- 
tured by a flying column of mounted guer- 
rillas commanded by Gon. Joao Macoo, Col. 
Sandoval was immediately accorded a court- 
martial, spoodily condemned of treason 
against the (luban Republic, and of cho 
murder of its chief, and sentencod to be shot. 
Tho .sant;once was carried out and tho body 
buried. A mark was placed upon tho gravo. 
Tho details of the tragic inoltJont are being 
held back, pending the arrival of conQrma- 
tory evidence. 

The last of the returns of the Cuban rovo- 
tutionary elections all over the United States 
States have been received here. The formal 
announcement that Falma waa elected was 
made. A committee is to be sent to Central 
Valley to notify Mr. Palma, who will open 
his headquarters in New York. Tomaa Es- 
trada Paima waa born in Bayamo, Cuba, 
July 9, 1835. After completing hia sludiea 
in Havana, he went te Seville, Spain, to 
read law, and returned to his native city to 
practice. He was shortly afterward 
interested in the cause of Cuban 
independence, and soon rose to a 
commanding position in the small but 
rapidly increasing band of patriots who 
were working to create the sentiment that 
crystallized into the revolution of 1868 G9 
When the war broke out Palma was one of 
the first to take the field. Ho waa elected 
a member of the Cuban coneresa later, and 
In the last year of the resolution he succeed' 
ed Ceapedes ia the presidenoy of the repub- 
lie of Cuba. It was while he waa holding 
the poaition that the revolution collapsed. 
Ho was made a prisoner on October 19, 1877, 
and by order of the same general, Martinez 
Campos, who ia conducting tho campalfjn 
againat the present revolutionists, was taken 
to Havana, whence he was deported to Spain. 
Palma wont to Central America aftor hia re- 
lease, and thirteen years ago established tho 
college in Central Valley, N. Y., which ho 
still mulntaina.

-A larger 
orcwd than nanftl aBiembled to-das^ to wit 
neaa the final beats of the Uec day of the 
Henley regatta. When tbo Eton College 
crew and the orew of St. John's College, 
Oxford, were aent away in the final boat for 
the Ladies' ohalleoge plate, at the third 
stroke, Eton's No. 2 oaugbl) a orab, and 
lay at the bottom of the boat for some 
moments nnable to rise. Xbe Oxford boat 
was a ooaple of lengths ahead when the Ox- 
ford coxswain, H. S. Sella, cried "easy." 
Oxford returned to tbo post amid frantic ap- 
plause, in whioh the umpire and othora in 
his boat joiued, while the Econa rattled 
their ears in the rowlooks in approval, 
" Bravo, Oxford ! " wua heard on all Bidc-a, 
and the ory of " No more Cornell ! " wan 
heard from several boats. The race then 
started again, and Eton won aa tbey liked 
by eight lengths. 

In the final heat for the Grand bhallenge 
onp tbe two uruwa palled a similar stroke at 
42, the New College having slightly tbe bet- 
ter start, whioh they maintained past the 
half mile. Fawley Court boat house was 
passed In 3 minutes 41 seconds, aoneider- 
ably slower than in the Trinity-Cornell con- 
test yesterday. Here the two boats were 
on almost even terms. Trinity having re- 
duced her opponPDt's lead, and she now be- 
gan to pull ah^ad. At the mile Trinity had 
u loud ui about halt u length. The New 
College Epurted and uc the tioiah only a 
third of u length aep^iratod the orows. Time, 
7:30, whioh waanot oonaidered fast. 

The following are the results of to-day'a 
races : 

Grand Challenge Cup — Final boat — Trin- 
ity Hall (Oim ), which defeated Cornell, 
beat the New College (Oion) and oaplured 
the trophy. 

Stewards' Challenge Cup. — Final heat — 
[The orew of the London rowing club, con- 
sistini! of A. S. Little, bow ; H., E. Scut, 
Vivian NioUalls and Gay Nickalle, stroke, 
defeated the orew of the Thames rowing 
olub and won the trophy. 

The Niokalls Cup— Final heat- Vivian 
Niokalls and Guy Nlukalls of the London 
rowing olub defeated W. Broughton and S. 
D. Muctlebnry of the Thames rowing olub. 

Lskdies' Challenge Gap— Eton won easily. 
Oxford got away first, but returned amid 
wild hurrahs. 

Diamond Sonlls— Fifth beat— Hon. Rn- 
pert Guinness of tbe Leander boat olub beat 
Guy Niokalls of tbe London rowing olub. 

The trnatees of Comoli University, who 
are here now, have decided to bring twc 
crews to Henley in 1806. Secretary Cooper, 
of tha regatta commitcee, heartily approves 
of the proposition and oSers the Cornell 
men every inducement snd facility.' He 
asserts that it is the best answer to the 
orliicisms passed upon the conduct of tbe 
Cornell orew now at Henley. 

The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon oom- 
■ientlngontheCornellorew,saya: The Am- 
ericana tailed to enter into the spirit of the 
Henley regatta, whioh calls upon competi- 
tors as well as visitors to be as cleanly and 
tidy as possible. The Universities and 
other English clubs make a point of rowing 
in new jerseys, with colors unstained by 
rain or perspiration. It is not too muob to 
say such a dirty looking crew aa Cornell 
never competed in a regatta within the 
memory of most of the frec[aentera. They 
wore a large red U embroidered on the front 
of their jerseys and in every case the color 
of the letter had run several inches. We 
hope they will get a new turn-out if they 
row again in the Metropolitan regatta." 

The Globe this afternoon remarks: "It 
must be regretted that the visitors — the 
Cornell orew — instead of promoting good 
fellowship between Gnglish and American 
athletes, atmok only a jarring note In an 
otherwise barmonions rivalry of nations at 
Henley. We cannot help thinking that the 
American oarsmen have been somewhat 
harshly judged for standing upon their 
rights ; at any rate it would have been 
more gracious to have abstained from hostile 
eommenta in view of the decision of tbo 
oommittee." 

The St. James Guzotto expressca the 
opinion that there is a good doal of unreason- 
able prejudice against Cornell, arrt if they 
had won tbe Grand Chullongo Cup there 
might have been UDploaBuntneaa. Tha b^st 
pneaihie thine that could occur wes hi' 
Cornell should be fairly beaten by Trini'y, 
and, af'flr all, th-j vnoat iiiiportsnl ihiny vian 
that our Aniorioin cousins should have a 
fair race with an Engliab crew. 

Tbo Sporting Life's article on the Henley 
regatta says : " Volumes could be written 
about the raoe. There were times when it 
looked as if the short, sharp stroke of the 
Yankees must prevail over the long, dragging 
ones. It was ordained, however, that the 
CornoU crew should be given an object 
lesson, which may convince them that the 
Englishmen still know something about 
rowing. Whether they acted as sportsmen 
on Tuesday does not matter. A presumably 
Inferior orew to the Leander administered 
such a sound thrashing that we can aflord 
to be generous and let bygones be bygones 
The ironical greeting which they rf^ioivcd 
when they went to tbe piers within sif^h-, i,i 
the stand atand onght to have oonvioood 
the Cornell men that thoir action on Tues- 
day was not apprcciatcil. Tho frlonds of 
Cornell have been put ting it abcu- that they 
are the superiora of oilhur Yale or Harvard. 
They are nothing of the kind, ond tho 
representative univoraitiea of America have 
had little interoourse with the rowers from 
Ithaca," 




REFDSED WITH COST,S. 

Mr. Jaotlce McCrelcht DlBuilases the AppHcii- 
tlon to Kestrain the .Mayor From Blgnlntr 
the Waterworks Contract. 

Yesterday forenoon Mr. Justice Mo. 
Crelght gavo judgment in tho waterworks 
ccntract case, dismissing with costs the ap- 
plication to restrain the Mayor from signing 
the contract with Walklcy, King & Casey. 
Tbe judgment ia aa followR : 

" 'i'hia ia a motion for an injunction and 
for a declaration that tbe action of the city 
council, which resulted In awarding a con- 
tract to Moasra, Walkley, King & Caaoy, 
was unroasonablo and improper and for an 
injunolioQ to restrain the counoil from pro- 
oeeding with such oontraot. 

"It seems that tha tender of Haggerty 
was the lowest, $66,943 ; John Dsan's, 
$88,000. and Walkley, King & Casey's, 
$8.3,500. There is no suggestion of im- 
proper motives on tbe part of the counoil. 
On the contrary, it appears from an affidavit 
of Storey, read on behalf of tha plaintiff, 
that a special oommittee submitted a report 
signed by the Mayor, Aid. Brogg, the water 
commissioner and tho engineer in chirgo to 
the effect that tho tender of Messra. Walk- 
ley, King &. Casey was the lowest for which 
the work could be satitf actorily done. Tho 
committee's report was deferred and it was 
finally adopted by tho council. I have 
no power to interforo in aiioh a' case. Tbe 
discretionary powora of tho council are 
not subject to judicial control except 
where the power is excooded or fraud 
imputed or there Is a manifest Invasion of 
private rights. SeeiDillon on Corporations, 
vol. 1, seotion 94. page 152, and see further, 
section 05, page 154, where it said that gen- 
erally judicial tribunals will not interfere 
with municipal corporations in their inter- 
nal, police and administrative government 
unless they are transcending their powers 
or some clear right has been withheld or 
wrong perpetrated or threatened. The sume 
author atatea on page 1015, section 833, that 
mandamua is held not to lie to enforce the 
award of a contract to tbe lowest tenderer. 
Motion refused with costs." 

The contract will prpbjkbly be signed by 
the Mayor .to-day, 

M'-. Hnggarty bad little to say In regard 
to the judgment when Spoken to last tvsn- 
ing. 

" Tbe application to the courts," he said, 
" has failed unfortunately to ventilate the 
Fubjeut as I had hoped It would. It has in 
fact not opened up tbe merits of the case at 
all, and deals simply with a technicality of 
law. Now I have another proposition to 
make to His Worship tbe Mayor and tbe 
city council, having for its object the giving 
of all tbe facts to the ratepayers ao that 
they may draw thoir own conclusions. If 
the Mayor will defer tho slgninc; of the con- 
tract with Meesra. Walkley, King & Caaey 
until to. morrow evening (Friday), I will 
address a communication to the aidermanic 
board to thU effect- I want Co have the 
fallesb and freest disouaalon of my tender, 
and I propoee to leavo tho subject of my 
quantities and figures to tbe city water- 
works engineer, my engineer and a commit- 
tee of say three, competent and praotical 
men, aldermen if they wish — they to go 
through the bills of quantities with me and 
form their oonoluaion as to whether or not 
the work can be done and well done at the 
price I have asked. 

"I am perfectly satisfied to stand by the 
result of such an inquiry and believe that 
the citizsns will he saved some $16,500 
thereby. The Connoil can take intelligent 
action on their report, and snoh an inqniry 
as I have suggested will show plainly the 
only real point at issue— whether the oonn- 
oil are in error in their calculations or John 
Hagijarty, I am safBoiently confident that 
it will not be the latter that I am ready to 
assume the responsibility for the costs 
sboald tbe judgment bo against mo."

THE CRISIS OVER. 

It may bo concluded from tho information 
contained in our opooial telegram from 
Ottawa that the ariai» la over for the 
present. The Government continues in the 
position which it took after it had oon- 
sidered Manitoba's reply to the romodial 
order. In that statement it oould bo aoen 
at a glanco that the Manitoba school ques- 
tion was not shelved ; it was simply hold 
ovet for a few months. 

It) would have saved a good deal 
of trouble If Messrs. Oaimet and 
Caron bad, sinoe there was no saoridce of 
prlnolplo required of them, accepted the 
llbnation without hesitation or delay. They 
mast see now that all they were asked to do 
was to wait a fsw mootihs longer while the 
inquiry whioh the Manltobji Lej^islature 
deemed neoessary, was being proaeonted and 
efforts were being made to setbie the quea- 
tion without any further Irritating agitation 

It must bo seen that tho attitude assumed 
by the Opposition while the oohool question 
was nnder ooasideration wm onworthy of 
men who had the good of the eonntry at 
heart. Tbey have done nothiog whatever 
to make the solntion of the diffionlt problem 
easier. Their course has been the reverse 
of patriotic. With them what they oonaider 
the interests of their party were paramount. 
They were evidently afraid to take a stop 
or say a word lest those interests would be 
prejudioed. They parsned the puiioy of 
worry. It was a pettifogging policy alto- 
gother unworthy of men who wished to 
earn the distinotion of beiug considored 
statesmen. Their taotioa have certainlv not 
raised them in the estimation of the thluk- 
ing nnd observant men of the Uominioo 
They bad the opportanity of showing that 
they could for onoe, in a matter of very groat 
importance to the people of every seotlon of 
the Dominion, rise above party ; and they 
threw it away. Tho Opposition have 
proved thomaolvoa to bo nothing bettor 
than a narrow-minded faction whose abil- 
ity ia small and whose aims are low, 
If ever the Manitoba sohool question is set 
tied without C5nvulsing the whole Domlu' 
ion it will be in apite of tho efforts of tho 
Grits to make an araioablo aottiement diUi- 
oult, If not impoasiblo. Scmo ohort-sightod 
shallow men among them aoted as if thoy 
believed the Government's extremity was 
their opportunity. And so it was, but not 
in tho way thoy believed. They will find, 
or we aro very greatly mistaken, that they 
Bud thoir Loidor stand to d ly lower in the 
estimation of the pDoplo of this Dominion 
than they did beforo tho crisis came on, 



do anything, or say whatever may be re- 
quired of him by the nexb keeper of his 
political coDsoienoo. Mr. Laurier is one of 
tho moat gontlomanly men in the world. He 
ia absolutely oharniing in bis courtesy and 
in his freedom from all signs of perplexing 
responsibilities.

Mr, Laarler ia sadly wanting in the 
rough virtues wbioh politioal men in this 
country respeot and admire, 

RAPID BttVBLOPMBNT. 

The growth of tho dairying industry in 
Prinoe Edward Island ia somethiDg won- 
derful. Three years ago the first cheese fao- 
bory was erected on the Island ; now there 
aro thirty-one of these ostabllsbments scat- 
torod over its whole extent. Several tone of 
cheese of a superior quality were exported 
l.»8t year, and this year tho quantity will ho 
greatly inoreased. In the Gharlottotown 
Wabohman of the 4tb inst. there Is an so. 
count of the quantity of milk received in 
twonty-fivo of these faotorioa during tho 
week ending Juno '27. The total was 
1,'2I)5,S6U pouuda. On July lat the 
qmntity of milk received in thoao factories 
was 21)9,505 pounds. The milk is valued at 
seventy cents per 100 pounds. The value of 
the milk taken to the twenty-five faotorica 
in one week, and that by no moans tho best 
week of the season, was $9,070.83, and the 
value of that uaed by them on the lab of 
July waa Sli^SU 75. Tin erection of theao 
faotorioa hua oreated a complete revolution 
in tho farming of the Island, These factor- 
lea gave employment to 230 milk carriers, 
75 choose and butter makers, and several 
ohecao-box makers and bookkeepers. 

Tho butter made ut tho oroameriea is of a 
very fine quality, the Island being remark- 
able for the excellence of its pastures. The 
qaantltj> of milk required for each pound 
of butter wo see varies from 22.83 pounds to 
20 89 It is proposed to establish a central 
creamery in Charlottetown. 

The Dairy Superintendent on Prince Ed- 
ward liland ia Mr, Dillon. To him tho very 
remarkable success of the experiment ap- 
pears to be mainly due. The Watchman 
says : 

Iin tho orginlzition of tho dilTerent com- 
panies engaged in tho busioeas Mr, Dillon 
must have exercised a great amount of pa- 
tience and tactj. Ho has succeeded in a very 
short time in changing nearly three thous- 
and farmers into probably as many success- 
ful dairymen. The work has been done 
quietly, and without any show of authority; 
yet authority and d'scipiino mnab have been 
exercised in order to saoceasfuUy carry for- 
ward a work of suoh dimensions. It seems 
to ua, therefore, that bis belief in the sue- 
cess of a oentral creamery ought soon to be 
shared by the patrons of oar fiiotories. 

As it is contemplated to lay the founda- 
tion of oo-oporative dairying Industry in this 
province those interested in it will no doubt 
be encouraged by tho auccesBful way in 
whioh that industry has been eatablisbed on 
Prinoe Edward Island.

It ia surprising to see to what absnrditlea 
and inoonsistenoies our neigbbors oommit 
themselves whan they begin to bounce about 
the " Monroe Dootrine." They seem to 
forget that tho " Doctrine," such as it la, is 
extremely vaguo and aubj job to any number 
of limitations. If the United States at- 
tempted to act in accordance with the inter' 
pretation of ib by jingo editors and poli- 
ticians its government would never be out of 
hot water. 



SWBBT BUT NOT STRONG. 

The St. John Di»ily Sur. has boon a oloeo 
and a keen observer of tho career of the 
Leader of tbe Opposition, and baa been able 
to form an estimate of his obaraoter aa b 
poUttoao which many Liberals an well aa 
Conservatives musb be constrained bo say 
is Inbelllgenb and not unfair. Our Now 
Brunawlok contemporary says : 

Mr. Lsurier would be a reapectablo, one 
might might even say an ornamental, 
'"Weather vane if he were a better judge of 
the direction of the wind.

-for ib. When Wiman was aotivo in Canada 
Mr. Laurl^r^:^& an ' ardent WImaniie.

THAT WONDBRFUL " DOOTRINK." 

A respected American contemporary in 
an article telling Its readers what is and 
what is not the Monroe Dootrine (whioh 
doctrioe, by the way, does not seem to be 
very well understood by the Americans 
thomBolvee) saya : 

Tho Monroo Dootrine, in a word, is simply 
that tho United States will not permit the 
establishment on either of the Western con- 
tinents of any moro European colonlea ; that 
the United Statea will resist every attempt 
to extend tho European politioal system to 
any part of Ihia hemisphere ; that every 
European interposition in or interference 
with tho aCTiira of any of the Amerioan re- 
publics will be treated as an unfriendly act 
towards the Unitid States. 

We hardly think that this exposlbion of 
the Monroo dootrine will be approved by all 
tho oitizoDB of tho United Slaloa. Many of 
them are intelligent enough to know that 
there were thirteen European colonies 
planted on this North Amerioan continent 
bhab have nob turned oub very badly. It 
dooa seem singular to see iho descendants 
and Buocaaaora of those Europoan colonists 
den juucin^ European colunica aa Eomethiog 
which tho people of iho United Statea 
ought nob to tolerate. Any European 
colony which would improve the country 
la whioh it might bo placod and produce re- 
sults resembling thoao whioh tho tliirteau 
oolonioB produced, in proportion to the ai/.D 
of bhe country oettled and tho number of 
colonists, ought uot, we submit, to bo look- 
ed upon with jdaloosy and dislike by the 
citizens of the United States. 

Then wo would like a little information aa 
to tho " Europoan political bystuiii," tho ex- 
tension of which on thia continent is to be 
strenuously ruai-stod. Wo liavo aa yet tii 
learn bhab there ia a European politioal eya- 
tem. Europe to-day presents a taandsornu 
variety of politioal ayetems. Russia has 
her political syabom, so has Germany, 
Then France haa a polibical system very 
diilorenb indeed from thab of either Russia 
or Germany. Groat Britain has a political 
eystcm, whioh, until ib was imitated by 
other countries, was psouliarly her own. 
There arc people who are so utterly abuu 
doned as to deolare that the United Statea 
of North America owes the best parb of its 
political aystom bo that European one 
which is to bo reaiatod tooth and nail whin 
any colony or any nation attempts to ex- 
tend ib "to any parb of this hemisphere." 
We are very muah afraid that If the advo- 
cates and admirers of the Monroo Doobrine 
should set bo work to eliminate all thub is 
Europoa.n from the political system of tho 
United .Statob there would bo vory little loft 
that would bb worth preserving. 

Then again the warning to European 
powers oonbained in the Monroe Doctrine 
not to interpose in oi; intQrfere with, the 
liffaira of, {k^y , of <>6i)e Amerioan Rtpnblio?,, 
needs elnoidafeloD. Must thoao European 



THB UNIONIST PRBMIBR. 

Mr. George W. Smalley, whose long resi- 
dence In England as correspondent of tho 
New York Tribune m.ado him well ao- 
qualntod with tbe character of lirltlsh public 
men, has formed a very high opinion of Lord 
Salisbury. In an article whioh he has lately 
written for tho New York Sunday He'rald, 
he saya this among other things of tho 
Unionist Prime Minister : 

Lord Siliebury will bo the strong head of 
a strong administratiou. His ability and 
force of oharaotor are admitted oven by those 
of his opponents who think ib necessary for 
political purposes to diaparugc him as Prime 
Minister, or perhaps as Foreign Miniater. 
What they mosb commonly acouao him of is 
lack of judgment, intemperance of speech 
and views which, in their judgment, are not 
of the time — politlca, in short, whioh belong 
to the Elizibethan rather thau to the Vic 
torlan period. And they are forovtr quoting 
a rather limp epigram which they atcrlbuco 
to Pi iooe Bismarcki that Lord Salisbury is 
a lath painted to look like iron, Ib ia not 
known on whab evidenoe this is atbribubcd 
to Prince Bismarck. TbO phrase, suoh as it 
Is, waa used long before Prince Blaniarck'a 
time, and it is not his habit to borrow. Why 
should bo, with his unrivalled stock of orig 
inalitiea ? Nor does he describe the unionist 
leader, who, If not a Bismarck, is a states- 
man firm of purpose and not lacking in oour 
aRO. The foreign affiirs of Eogland have 
been well conducted in hia hands. The 
genius of Lord BjaconsQeld is not his, nor 
has he in him tbe touch of charlatanry 
which, to the very end of his career, im 
paired public confidence in that estraordin 
ary man. 

Oae other thing may be said of hlto. Ho 
relieves the statesmanship of bis country 
from tbe reproach of intelleotual narrowness 
and his party from the stigma of indolence 
or stupidity. The latter word is ofcen 
quoted from John Stuart Mill, who Is sup 
pnaod to have called the Tories bhe stupid 
party, to the immense delight of tho more 
Illiberal of tho Liberals. But what Mill 
really did was to call them tho stupider 
party ; in other wordp, both parties were 
stupid, but the Liberals tho luaa atupid of 
the two. Thii. docs not please thiin bo well, 
but ia hiatorieil. Lord Saiiabury'e range is 
extraordinary. Everybody haa heard of hia 
chemical laboratory at Hattiuld, and of his 
lighting that ancient and beautiful mansion 
with electricity of his own generating 
That he has, as an orator, a fiu- 
ished Btylo ia also known. The chisel- 
led eontoocoa which tliw from hia lips 
might thomBelvea bo the prodtiot of a 
laboratory were they not also alive. Tho 
habitual slovuclinoea of English oratory is 
never his. Aa au orator ho hna not, and, on 
the whole, does not deserve, Mr. Gladstone's 
fame. Mr. Gladstone has heat aud en- 
thusiasm and sympathy, all essential to the 
best oratory, and all rather lacking in Lord 
Salisbury But the Conservative has the 
better diction of the two. If be ia leea 
copioua, he has more preolslon and far more 
point. He Is quotable and Mr. Gladstone 
almoab never ia. 

Thia, It must be remembered, ia nob a 
partisan estimate of Lord Salisbury, Mr. 
Smalley Is a citizen of tbe United Statea, 
and although bis sympathy with the Con- 
servatives caused him to be called by those 
who did not like him *' The Squire," his 
estimate of Lord Salisbury may be de- 
pended upon as being impartial.

tho writers of cablegrams thai Ojcar Wilde 
ia treated by tho prison authoritica of E:ig- 
land as any other prisoner undergoing >Jio 
same sentence aa waa pronounced upon l)lni. 
Ttiey toll the world that hia cell is aa l)ire 
and as comfortleas ao that of a pieUpooUot 
or a wifo-beator, that Ilia fare ia preciaoly 
tho same as that uf tiio other prisoners of 
hia oiass, and that ho ia auhj ob to exactly 
I hs same discipline. No allowance is made 
for his superior refiaemenb or for 
the delicate way in whioh ho haa 
been roirod. If he obtains 

any initigvtion of hia punlahment, 
or tlio ►lightoflt indulgence it muat boon the 
same terma and for the samo reason aa any 
other prisoner receives a similar mttlgalion 
or indulgence. Of course to a man of his 
taatea, brought up as hs has been and living 
the easy life thab he haa led, the physical 
hirdshipa and inoonvoniencoa of hia punish- 
mont must hu muah moro keenly folt than 
they aro by a common oriminal whose life 
haa been ono of roughness and hardship. 
Then who ia to compare the mental audering 
which be must endure to that which Is felt 
by a prisoror of the ordinary criminal 
olasa. Bub tho law, it oooms, takes 
none of theao oircumstances into consider- 
ation. Id tho Pentooville Prison Oaoar 
Wilde is dead and burled for tho time. Tho 
only person known to the prison officlala is, 
say, Number 26. The man's Individuality 
Is lost. He baa In a sense no past, and hia 
future, as far as tho prison 'authorities arO 
ooDocrned, depouda upon tbe way. in whioh 
he conducts himself.

FECIAL TO THE PUBLIC 



Vesterday morning Thomis Brophy, a 
customs officer of Port Towoaond, arrived 
by tho Rosalie and sought tho assistance oi 
Supt. Husaey of tho provincial police in his 
Qoarch for Mies Belle Rockwooil, a young 
girl who had disappeared from her homo in 
Port Hadlock on the previous day. Before 
long tho girl was diaoovered in a boose on 
the Eequimalt road, and a man named R. 
C. BIythe, an employe of tho Half-Way 
House, was looked up in tho provincial 
police colls on a charge of abduction. Belle 
is a bright and rather pretty girl 
of fiiteen, and very much in 
lovo with Blytho, who is not only 
much older than she is, but has a wife and 
four children at Gray's Harbor, Washing- 
ton. She did not want to go home again, 
for she said her parents would not treac her 
well and she did not want to leave BIythe, 
whose incarceration caused her great dis- 
tress. 

Her father's name, sbeaaid, was J. Eugaco 
Bockwood, a mill hand at Port Hadloefc, a 
small place nob far from Potb Xownsend. 
BIythe waa last winter steward at the mill 
eating bouse at Hadlock, and Bolle used to 
meet him once or twioe a week on her way 
to school. In January, although she 
knew Blytha waa a married man, ho 
began to pay her attention and visited regu- 
larly at her father's house. Finally he pro- 
posed to her, she said, and she accepted 
him, on tho understanding that ho was to 
obtain a divorce and marry her. Shortly 
before this BIythe'a wife and four children, 
the oldest) about eight and tho youngest 
three, left Hadlock and wont to live at 
Gray's Harbor. Tho engagement was kept 
secret from the girl's parents, as ahe 
acknowledged that ahe was aure they W3uld 
not, as she put it, " favor" Blytho. Then 
BIythe left Hadlock in Moroh, and ever 
since a regular oorreapondenoo has been 
kept up between them, the love 
letters from Blytho being addressed to her 
at her suggestion in the fictitious name of 
Alice Macdonald. The correspondenoe, 
wbloh makes quite a batch of letters, was 
produced at the preliminary bearing yester- 
day afternoon. 

Finally she said BIythe wrote to her from 
Victoria auggestlog that she should come 
over here, aud advised her to assume the 
name of Miss Huntly during her trip aorosa. 
Accordingly, unknown to her parents, the 
slipped bway from home on Wednesday 
morning on tho steamer Enterprise to Port 
Townsend, where, under the name of Miss 
Huntly, she took passage en the King- 
ston and came to Victoria, whoie 
Blytho met her at the wharf. After walk- 
ing around town for a short time, the two 
took the street cira on the Eequimalt road 
and stopped at a priva'te house where Blytho 
had seourod a room. He introduced her at 
tho house aa Mrs. Blytho. Tho eame even- 
ing BIythe promised her to go somewhere 
and got married as soon aa poEsiblo. Thoy 
stayed there until this morning when the 
police found them. Belle denied strongly 
that BIythe and nho had lived aa man and 
wife since their arrival in Viotorla. 

Though greatly distreased over her po^i 
tion, the girl smiled as she said at the pre- 
liminary hearing yesterday afternoon that 
she had never worn long dresses till tho day 
she left home, and then bad aS a resort let 
down the hem of her short white dress to 
give her more of tho appearance of being 
grown np. 

Mr. Brophy, who had known the family 
for years, came over from Townsand armed 
with a letter from Belle's father, empower- 
ing him to bring her home, and asking that 
a charge of abduction be laid against BIythe. 
Belle consented after some demur to return 
with Mr. Brophy and left for home on 
tho Kingston last evening after her evidence 
had boon taken before the police magistrate, 
Blytho having been formally charged under 
tho section of tho criminal code which makea 
it indictable offence for anyone who unlaw- 
fully takoa or causes to be taken any un- 
married girl boiog under the age of sixteen 
years out of the possession and against tho 
will of her parents. 

Blytho listened to tho girl giving her evi- 
dencn, but had neither questions to ask nor 
anything to say. Ho waa remanded for 
eight days to afford tho girl's father the op- 
portunity to come over from Port Hadlock 
and give evidenca. Belle oloiod her evi- 
dence yesterday by eaying that she ran 
away because sbo loved BIythe and fully ex- 
pected him to marry her.

Somo old-faabioned Proabytorlans, and 
eapeomlly many of the older men of the 
minlatry, look with distrnaD upon the 
growth in nombera and power of the 
Chrlatian Eadoavor Sooioty. It ia the 
boaat of Amerioan Preabyteriana that their 
ohuroh haa a republiccin Form of govern- 
ment), bull the Influence of the clergy and 
the eidera haa hitherto been exoeeaingly 
atrong in this eooleaiaatloal republic, and 
the Chriatian Kodeavor aoaieties form an in- 
dependent body within the ohnroh entirely 
beyond the ofiSoial control of the governing 
offioera. The membera of the aooiety are 
moatly youuK peraonf i and they refuao, aa a 
body, to recognize the authority of the sea- 
a(on, thongh sa individnal ohnroh membera 
they are of oonrae clearly under its 
authority. 

The more aggreaaive of the Chriatian Ea- 
deavor aoaieties have in somo inatancoa un- 
dertaken to dictate to tho >vholo congrcgn- 
tion, and thoy huve ofton Insiatod upon the 
calling of a younp minlator rathor than an 
old ono. There have been Bome striking in- 
atanoee of the sort in Pennsyl vnnin, where 
the Chriatian Endeavor organizition ia 
strong. Tho Chriatian Eadoavor sooiotiea 
are aotivo ia ohurch atrnira, and tho pledge 
of eaoh member on joining tho organ!/. >tion 
ia to further tho upbuilding of the church 
and bo faithful in attendance upon the aor- 
vices. Tho movement ia pro ominontly one 
of tho youth of tho ohurch, and it haa often 
worked to tho injury of old paatora, ao that 
some of tho old men go so far ae to apoak 
of it aa threatening tho unity of the ohurch. 

One thing that makes the active cham- 
pionahip of young men by the Chriatian 
Endeavor tooiotioa distasteful to the older 
clergy ia the fact that 700 miniaters in the 
Northern Preabyterian churoh are without 
charges. Tftis is about 1-1 por cont. of tho 
whole cloriual body. There ia no aystematio 
method of bringing paatorleaa ohurchea and 
unemployed miniatera into oommunication 
with each other, and aa the power of ap- 
pointment to paatorates lies with the indi- 
vidual congregations and nob with any cen- 
tral body, the difiBoulties presented by tho 
oaae of empty pnlpita and idle ministers are 
very great. Xhe Chriatian Endeavor so- 
oietiea aeek to fill the vacant pulpita with 
yoaog man to the exolaaion of unemployed 
old meo, and the theological aeminariea all 
over tho North, aeven in number, exclusive 
of exoommunioiitnd Union, are busy turning 
out hundreds of now miniaters eaoh year to 
compete for places with the 700 already idle. 
Some presbyteriea inoline to dlsoourago the 
licenaing of young men whilo so many old 
paatora are idle, and thore ia a small body 
of men in the ohuroh that look with jgnlonsy 
upon the education fund, which ia aeaignod 
to help through college and the theological 
Bominariee young men seeking eo enter the 
ministry. 

The Methodiat ohurch, foreeeeiog the 
possible danger of a atrong hody of young 
churoh members organized independently of 
the govorning body, keeps the Epworth 
League, which is tho atrong organization of 
young Methodiata, carefully under the 
authority of the church. Sonne Preabyter- 
iana believe that the aafety of the church 
demanda the aubjeotlon of the Christian 
Endeavor sooietiea to the authority of the 
churoh. The society, as a whole, ia not 
dc!;;omiDational, but inclndea membera 
drawn from several Protestant denomina- 
tiona, including the Methodiat aa well aa 
the Preabyterian, bofe the looal organ- 
Izatlena are oonueotad with individual 
chnrohea. Tbo laat general aaaembly of 
the Northern Preabyterian ohurch appoint- 
ed a oommittee to inveatigate the matter of 
yonni; people's aaaooiationa, and if this com- 
mittee doea what tho older men hope, it 
will overhaul the question of the Christian 
Endeavor aooietiea. The report, if favorablo 
to bringing the aooieties under tho ohuroh 
authority, may cause considerable trouble, 
and, indeed, whatever is recommended 
touohing tho society will probably provoke 
warm diaousaion, aa many of the younger 
miniaters are zealous frienda of the young 
people's movement,

Tho thing that will 
most iutorost yonug readers is tho fact 
that tho Burmcso childrou aro among 
tho happiest yoang.sters of earth. 

Thoy livo in iv gorgeous country, and 
thoir mothers aro hold in groat respect, 
which is not always the caso with the 
various races of old India. Somo of the 
little Burmese girls are vory pretty and 
very gi-nccful. They aro fond of many 
triukcts, ami though shy in their luliii- 
uer thoy easily become acquainted with 
strangers when the latter are lavish 
enough in thoir gifts of pretty things.

Not only will the L.ia 
chinery bo overhaulad, but the entire vessel 
will receive any necessary rtipairs bifore she 
leaves port, Tho hull, however, requires no 
particular attention, except scaling and 
painting, and ibis will bo done as far as poa- 
aible wblie the other work is in progreea. 
When every thing is about completed inter- 
nally the ship will go on the marine ways in 
iZ quimalt and there the work on her hall 
will be fioished. It will probably be threo 
months before all la done and the ship is 
ready to leave port.

WHAT WILL 8HE UO WITH IT? 

Japan Likely to UtUizo MncU of the Chlueae 
War Indemnity to Strengthen 
Her Fleet. 

Washington, Jnly 11.— lb Is the belief 
among ofSoIals here that Japan will use a 

largo part of the war indemnity which China 
ia to pay her for the purpose of greatly in- 
creasing her navy. The fioancial resourcee 
of Japan will be very abandanb during the 
coming year, as she will receive $100,000,- 
UOO before next May, and thereafter about 
$20,000,000 a year for five years. This will 
be drawn from China, and will be in addi- 
tion to Japan's usual receipts from ouatoma 
aod iateroal revenuea. The ouatoma reoeip a 
promise to be very large, as tho new treaties 
wblob Japan has tffeoted with loading na- 
tloDB will bring about a roadjustnjouD of 
tariff duties, BO that much greater returns 
win be realized. Tho authorltioa have al- 
ready indicated their purpojo of taking a 
oonalderable part of tho funds for new ahipi. 
An expnrt from Japan visited here aomo 
time ago and went to various American 
yards. It was duo to the minislor'a report 
aa to the existance of ahip building that the 
naval export wus eent from Japin. As a re- 
sult there socma little doubt that ono or 
more ahipa would bo ordered by Japan. 
Tho government waa diapoaod that way, 
and it ia boliovod that, if delay, jiaa. ocnurred 
in oloatng tbeao oonbraota It na^p be dAe to 
tho oonditlono grmpoaea by the Amerioan 
buildera.
